defunct Liberty Savings bank here, 
which failed at the time the Commer- 
cial National Bank of Wilmington was 
closed, and Joseph C. Rourk, cashier, 
today pleaded guilty in superior court 
to two charges in connection with the 
bank’s failure. 

The bank officials pleaded guilty to 
a misdemeanor charge in connection 
with alleged violations of the state 
banking laws- They also pleaded 
guilty to forcible trespass in connec 
tion with felony charges against them. 

The pleas were accepted by Solicitor 
Kellum, and Judge Henry 
Grady will hear a statement by the 
solicitor of his evidence and pass sen- 
tence at 2:30 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon, Today's action came as a dis- 
tinct surprise. 

The Liberty bank case was one of a 
series growing out of the failure of the 
Commercial National bank, of which 
Lieutenant Governor W, B. Cooper 
was chairman of the board of direc- 
tors.

Geneva, September 11.—Great Brit- 
ain dramatically dropped a naval 
bomb into the Geneva conference to- 
cay, and the new Anglo-French en- 
lente was appraised by many as ap- 
proaching the character of an out- 
end-out alliance, when Sir Cecil 
Hurst, eminent jurist and British del- 
egate, declared Great Britain's readi- 
ness to a compulsory arbitration, pro- 
vided she would not be brought into 
court because of some act of her navy 
performed in attempting to maintain 
ur restore peace. 

This declaration has set Geneva 
agog more than anything since Pre- 
miers MacDonald and Herriot com- 
mitted themselves in pfinciple to the 
vgettlement of any and all disputes by 
obligatory arbitration by some world 
tribunal or tribunals. 

The English reservation was inter- 
preted as meaning that once the Brit- 
ik navy begins to operate, her right 
of search and capture, which formed 
the subject of controversy between the 
United States and England before the 
United States entered the great war, 
cannot be questioned judicially. 

The British statement is being 
given special attention because of the 
announced intentien of the America: 
government to aahere to the world 
court of justice, whose cumpulsory 
arbitration clause is under consider- 
ation, 

The effect of the announcement is 
that if the Britiel® reservation is ac- 
cepted by the cther powers, continen- 
tal countries, led by France, will not

Shanghai, September 11.—Indica+ 
tions that a major engagement in 
Ohina’s civil war is impending west 
of Tai Lake, about 100 miles to the 
west of here, were supported with re- 
ceipt of advices early today that num- 
bers of wounded were arriving in 
Kashing, about 60 miles to the south- 
}west, on the Shanghai-Hangchow rail- 
way. 

The wounded, it was stated, are 
being taken into Kashing both from 
Huchow just south of Tai Lake, and 
from Kienping, farther to the north- 
west, a short distance from the provin- 
cial border. Both towns are in Che- 
kiang province. 

Intermittent rainstorms in the low 
country around Shanghai in the past 
two days have checked the activities 
of the rival Kigngsu and Chekiang 
armies on the “eastern” fronts, and 
focused a‘.cntion on the Tai Lake 
front, where Chekiang troops are try-

Farming 
is not like any other business 1n 
the world for the reason that it 
Supplies to the farmer a large part 
of his living, a place to stay, fuel, 
food, and in fact may, when prop- 
erly managed, meet practically all 
the requirements to Sustain life 
with small cash outlay. 

In the first place the farmer gets 
his house and his fuel free. The 
city man must pay for a house to 
live in from $25 to $100 per month; 
according to the quality of the 
Building and its location. Fuel calls 
for a considerable outlay. The farm 
produces milk, butter, eggs, meat, 
fruit, nuts, vegetables, chicken and 
cattle feed, flowers in the yard, 
which the farmer's wife and chil- 
aren may enjoy and all of which 
city people must pay for. The farm 
brings exemption from city taxes 
and assessments for street and

WHEAT SEES GAIN 
ON EXPORT SALES 


Chicago, September 11.—Huge ex- 
port sales, said to total ss much as 
7,000,000 bushels, hoisted the wheat 
market today. Corn, oats and rye 
also also were advanced shsrply. Al) 
grains closed strong at virtually the 
day’s top figures, wheat 3 7-8 to 5 
cents net higher: Decemhcr 1.32 3-8 
to 1.32 1-2 and May 1.38 7-8 to 1.39; 
corn, 3 cents to 4 3-4 cents up; oats, 
1 3-8@1 1-2 to 1 5-Se gai«, and pro- 
visions varying from 10 ccnts decline 
to 1 rise of 17 cents. 


It was evident that the Canadian 
government crop report was largely 
responsible for the unusual activity 
on the part of foreign buyers. The 
Canadian report, although taking no 
account of damage by frost since Sep- 
tember 1, pointed to a grestiy reduced 
yield compared with 1925, and was 
associated with an unexpected upturn 
in tke Liverpool quotations. Euro- 


pean crop damage advices were also at 


hand, accompanied by news of unses 
sonable wet weather in Great Britaio 
and elsewhere of drastic measures 
abroad to conserve supplies, notah'y 
in France and Poland.

'| Coca-Cola Will Issue 
Common Stock in Lieu 
Of Trast Certificates 


New stock of the Coca-Cola com- 
pany to be listed on the New York 
Stock exchange in lieu of the voting 


trust certificates will consist of 500,- 
000 shares of common stock, accord 
ing to advices received from the gen- 
eral offices of the company in At- 
lanta. The voting trust certificates 
will be taken up and in their place 
will be issued new stock 4s soon as 
the common stock is listed, which is 
expected to be immediately. The vot- 
ing trust created in 1919 by the com- 
mon stockholders expired by limita- 
tion on Tuesday. This transfer wil 
affect in no way the holdirg of the 
individual stockholders, say officials. 

The following statemen: as to the 
earnings of the company fer the first 
six months and the outlook for the 
future was issued Thursday: 

“Earnings of the Coca-Cola company 
for the remainder of this year shou!4 
prove satisfactory, due vo lower one- 
rating expenses. Showirz for the 
second three months of 1924 more 
than made up for that cf the first 
}quarter when dividend requirements 
of the common stock were not fulfilled. 

“For the six months ‘oca-Cola re- 
ported net income of $3,365,099, a 
decrease of $200,295 from last year. 
Earnings per share on the 500,000 
shares of common, after allowing for 
preferred dividends, were equivalen’ 
to $5.62 a share, as compared with 
$6.08 a year ago. For the secon! 
quarter, which is generally the largest 
from the viewpoint of sales, the com- 
pany reported an increase of $571,- 
402 in net income to $2,242.639. This 
was equivalent after preferred divi- 
dends to $4.13 a share, compare wit 
$3.39 for the corresponding quarter of 
last year. 

“Gross receipts for the six months 
declined $537,288 to $12,229,805. 
while for the second quarter they fell 
off $198,272 to $7,499,660. This was 
offset, however, by lower operating 
expenses made possible by the repeal 
of the revenue act section, under 
which a tax of 2c a gallon was paid 
to the government. It was also due 
to the decline in the pric: of sugar 
this year of approximately 2c a pound. 
For the half-year manufacturing and 
general expenses showed a decrease 
of $364,224 and for the second quarter 
fell off $598,012 to $9,024.861 and 
$5,227,176, respectively. For these 
reasons, to a great extent, operating 
profits for the second three months 
increased $399,140 from the corre- 
‘sponding quarter of 1923, while for 
the first quarter a decrease in this 
item of $572,204 was reported. 

“Showing for the remainder of the 
year should be helped by lower operat- 
ing costs and larger earnings should 
result than was the case during the 
second half of 1923. For this period 
last year ‘Coca-Cola reported net in- 
come of $641,455 after all charges 
were reported. This was equivalent 
after preferred dividends to $3.09 a 
share on the common.”

FOR INFATUATION 
OVER YOUNG GIRL
